Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach or fairly suggest using nitrile butadiene rubber as the material 
which is etched by the laser to form the master used to form the silicone rollers. While 
Goto et al. discloses using cutting patterns in nitrile butadiene rubber, the declaration 
filed 2/14/05 shows substantial unexpected results since it shows that using nitrile 
butadiene rubber as the surface of the master results in a surface which can be used to 
make nine times as many silicone rollers as the closest prior art. These unexpected 
results have therefore overcome the rejection set forth in the office action dated 9/9/04.
